At the foreign office it was said no 
decision had been arrived at In regard 
to Venezuelan arbitration, that many 
dlfllculltii 3 have arisen In the way of 
arrivini; at a basis of what can be ar- 
bitrated and what can be otherwise 
settled. The outlook for a paetflc set- 
tlement of the dispute is not partic- 
ularly bright. 

TOO LATK TO AliniTllATK, 

The I'revKllifiK l<1ea In (ieriiiuny. 
Ooveruinent's Attitude. 

Berlin, Dee. 16. — The German gov- 
ernment has not yet replied to Pres- 
ident Castro's offer of arbitration, be- 
ing still in correspondence with the 
British government on the subject. It 
is Intimated that Germany's reply Is 
not likely to be ready for soaie days. 
The opinion in the cabinet appears to 
be that President Castro's proposals 
are merely a move in a game design- 
ed to see what Germany and Oreat 
Britain are now willing to do and as 
a test also of American public feeling. 
The prevailing idea here at present is 
that it is too late to arbitrate and that 
tha acoei>taace of the offer to do so 
woold place Germany In the position 
of having put her luuid to the plow 
and as looking backward. The gov- 
ernment's concern at the present mo- 
nent is to guide the application of 
foree so as to avoid what oould be 
taken internationally as a declaration 
of war, resulting in the recognition of 
Venezuela as a belligerent. 

The conduct of the United States Is 
r«gar4od in diplomsUo opinloa here 
as being strong and dignified and the 
state department's handling of the 
aflair is looked upon as establishing 
Kwope's recognition of the Monroe 
Aootrlne. beoaase every step of Ger* 
Bany and Oreat Britain was made 
after tailing into account what the 
United States thought of it. At the 
same time it is claimed that events 
te Venssuela are saving the United 
States many future complications by 
Istting the Latin republics onder- 
slaad that the United SUtes will not 



protect them from the effects of a 
flnaaeial delinquency and internal dis- 
order. 



SRNT TO THE BOTTOM 

Were All the Veacsuelan Vessels. 
Not Towed Away. 
CaraOis. Vaaesilsla, Deo. 16. — 

Further details of the sinking of the 
Venezuelan ships have been obtained 
from an entry made in the book of the 
signal men of the fbrtrets ot La 
Guayra. It is as follows: "The ad- 
Jntant called me to see if 1 '^lew that 
the steamer Retribiition of the Brit- 
sh navy w%s towing the steamers 
Orespo and Totuno of th«» National 
navy, three or four miles north. I 
had heard four cannon shots and 
•aid the two stcamfrs had disappear-^ 
L>d and understood they had been 
sunk by the VIneta and Retrlbutiou. 
At the end of an hour, the Retribution 
returned to the harbor at enee.** The 
fact that Retributicin returned to [,a 
Ouayra aione two hours after leaving 
with the captured vessels was con- 
ilrmed by English residents of La 
tlaayra. Conssqaently she did not 
hSTe time to conduct the Venezuelan 
Ihlps to Curacoa or Trinidad. 

It is now said that the object of the 
German cruiser Panther la sailing 
for Maracaibo is to oaptare ihi Ven- 
ezuelan steamer Ministeres, formerly 
the Spanish torpedo boat Diogo, Va- 
lesques and the remainlBg TSSSOls of 
the Venezuelan fleet. 

BAD 8CARR 

Caused at La Gaayrm By the Arrival 

There of BrIUsh Warships. 

La Quayra, Dec. 16. — The arrival of 
the British cruiser Charybdis and tBe 

torpedo boat destroyer Qual caused a 
bad scare among the population of 
this place. The commander of the 
fortress visited the American, French, 
Spanish and Dntdi consuls and asked 
them In case the British landed mar- 
ines to intervene to prevent firing on 
the fort and to delay any movement 
pn the fort, as he had received orders 
from the government to evacuate the 
place. The commander added that if 
the consuls refused to lnt(>rvenf and 
the fort was attacked he would de- 
fend his post and oould not answer 
for the eonseqnenees to the town. 
Later, however, the Charybdls and 
the Quail left Guayra and the 

fears of the population subsided. 

What caused most of the alarm was 
the fact that when the British ships 
arrived here they took up a com- 
manding position, their guns covering 
the fort, and remained stationary for 
a few moments as if about to open 
Are. The Charybdls and the Quail 
steamed away In the dlreetion of 
Curacoa. 

The foreign consuls suhseuqently 
called 4n the prefect,^ who assured 
them there was no danger at present. 
H added that the commander of the 
fort had been needlessly alarmed and 
had only succeeded In almost oans- 
ing a panic.

He said the people of 
the oommunity and citizens of the 
oommoa wealth should not let the in- 
cident pass without taking some steps 
to have the legislature of Pennsyl- 
vania seriously consiiltT the enact- 
ment of a law that will forbid the em- 
ployment of children at night At 
tho suggestion of the commission the 
statement of the wages of the fathers 
of two of the girls were presented. 
One pamed more than 1 1,000 last year 
and tfco other 0900. 

The miners sprung another surprise 
by presenting an individual operator 
on the witness stand against the op- 
erators. He was John C. Haddock of 
WUkesbarre, prssldsat of the Ply- 
mouth Coal company. Mr. Haddock, 
In answer to questions put to him b* 
C. S. Darrow for .the miners, said he 
had been in the coal business 35 years. 
His company operates the Black Dia- 
mond and Dodson mines near WUkes- 
barre. He said his company went In- 
to the hands of receivers on March 14, 
and on Nov. 14 trustees took hold of 
the, property. Mr. Haddock then ex- 
plained that the miner's ton,- which 
runs from 1,700 to 8.200 poirads, was 
fixed years ago so that the employer 
could get out of the ton 2,240 pounds 
of pure coal above the size of pea. 
Pea coal and all sizes beloW that was 
waste. T^ls waste Is now being util- 
ized. Regarding the prices of coal. 
Mr. Haddock said the middlemen in 
New York are paying 911 nad fis a 
ton. 

Judge Gray: "Do they pay the op- 
erators that prloe?" "Possibly,'* was 

the reply. 

Children Testify. 
Girls *of tender age testified that in 
order to help support their parents, 

they had to work all night in slik fac- 
tories. The commissioners, who had 
listened with moist eyes to the stories 
of tiny breaker boys, beard with in- 
dignation the stories of tiny daughters 
of miners, who worked from 6 p. ^. 
to '6 a. m. at the loom for wages 
ranging from three ceats to flVO and 
a half ceuts per hour. 

Annie Jacks, 18, said she worked at 
night from 6:20 o'clock until 6:20 In 
the morning. She had to stand up all 
night during her working hours ana 
received 66 cents a nigni. 

One girl. 11, said she had to go 
to work because her father had been 
hurt In the mines. She said she 
worked from 7 a. m. until 6 p. m. for 
$2 a week. Slavonian girl, aged 12, 
also worked all night. Gave her tes- 
timony through a 18-year-old girl In- 
terpreter. She worked 18 hours each 
night and reoeived three cents an 
hour. 

A breaker boy, aged 15 years, said 
he has a 10-y^-old brother working 
in the breaker of the Red Ash com- 
pany at Mount Carmel. The father of 
the boys was killed In the mines and 
the 14-year-old brother wrote the note 
to the company, which was signed by 
the mother, stating that the younger 
brother was of legal age. 

First Brsok In Monroe Doetrlne. 

New York, Deo. 16.— Italian partici- 
pation in the Anglo r.trman action 
against Venezuela produces an effect 
here not anti-American, but one of 
self-satisfaction and pride at taking 
a part in what Is considered the first 
break In the Monroe doctrine. Par- 
liament and the public press, without 
distinction of party, which is very 
Strange in Italy, approve the action 
of the minister of foreign alEalrs, M. 
Prlnettl. In the chamber of deputies 
Deputy Santinl declared that the eu- 
ergetio attitude of Germany and Great 
Britain had "sent the Monroe doc- 
trine sky high, as the Unitod BUtee 
understood they wfri not dealing 
with poor Spain."

BmaviLLB, I«D., Dee. 13.— Probably 
the oldeat Magiatrate in active service in 
the United States is Justice Thomas Po*", 
of thia city, now in hia ninety-third year. 
Joatioe Poe haa been in the tiqafM'a o'. 
flee here continuously since lSo4, and for 
the last forty years haa occupied ihv 
same room. In the recent election he 
waa choaen again for another term of 
four years, which, if be Uvea to complete 
it, will aee him la his ninetreeventh 
year. 

In the nearly fifty years of hia aervice 
as Magistrate, 'Squire Poe has been ab 
sent but few days from bis office. Few 
boaioeaa men In the city look after their 
private affaira with the close attention 
that 'Squire Pbe givea hia official duties 
He ie oaaally at hia office at 7 o'clock in 
the morning and can be foond there un 
til 5 in the evening. 

Justice Poe is well preserved for bis 
advanced age. He walks erectly and 
seems to possesa more bodily vigor than 
many men forty yeara hia junior. Jua- 
tice Poe ia rather diminutive in aise and 
alwaya weara a ailk hat. He haa been a 
familiar Ggare on the atreeta for nearly 
half a century and nearly every adult 
person in the county knowa him. 

In his career as Justice of the Peace, 
'Squire Poe haa united in marriage more 
than one tboossad obaples. Re haa 
presided at preliminary hearings in all 
the important criminal caaea of the last 
forty years. He is a good story-teller 
and relates numerous entertaining an- 
ecdotes of hia experience aa Magistrate. 
A feature of 'Squire Poe'a official career 
ia hia peenliar hand writing. In Circuit 
Court tranacripts prepared by him, it 
often becomes almost neceaaary to se- 
cure an expert in writing to decipher bis 
chirography. 

Thomas Poe is a native of Kentucky 
and waa born in Mason County, May 28, 
1810. In hia yooth he followed flatboat- 
ing on the Ohio and Mississippi rivers 
and in later years followed ateam-boat 
ing. Prior to hia coming to Bash Oonnty, 
Mr. Poe conducted a large atore at Mays- 
ville, Ky. Mr. Poe waa left a widower 
many yeara ago, aince when be haa made 
his home with hia daoghtera ia thia city.
